No 89-Pres. /61 - The President is plcased to award the 
Presidents Police and lire Services Medal for gallantry to the 
Ondermentioned officer of the Rajasthan Police – 

Name of the officer and rank . 
Shri Lakhu Singh , Inspector of Police, Anti Decoily Force, 
Jaipur, Rajasthan 
Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded 
On receipt of information through a police informer that 
notorious dacoits Akhey Songh , Anand Singh and Bhanwar 
Singh were preparing to commit a dacoily in the house of 
one Jagannath Brahman in village Kundera , District Sawai 
Machopur , with the help of one Ganglia Jat, d party of 
selected Police officers and men under the command of Iuspcc 
tor Lakhu Singh lett Jaipur with the informer on the night 
of the 20th lebruary, 1961 and camped secretly at the informer s 
house A Accond Police party under the command of the 
Superintendent of Police , Jaipur , left Jaipur at about 
9 15 PM on the 21st lebruary , 1961, and joined the first 
Police party in the jungle near the field of Akley Singlı at 
village Sundariawas ang planned . At about 11 15 PM another 
police informer brought word that the dacoits, who were 
actually five In number , had assembled in Akhey Singh s field 
and were ready wth their army and ammunition waiting only 
for the camels to arrive 

The (wo police forces were combined and then icdivided 
into three parties under the respective commands of the 
Supcritendent of Police , Jaipur, Irispector Lakhu Singh and 
Reserve Inspector Sudhan Singh When thcy had taken up 
their positions, the party under Reserve Inspector Sudhan 
Singh shouled to the dacoits to throw down their army and 
surrender The dacoits, however , split themsclvcs into two 
parties and while dacoits Akhey Singh and Ganpatia Meena 
started movuig towards the village Anand Singh Bhanwar 
Singh and Sheopi Sungit made towards the position behind the 
med where the police headed by the Superintendent of Police 
werc lying in walt Dacoitg Akhey Singh and Ganpatia Meena 
were fired on by Reserve Inspector Sudhan Singh s party but, 
taking advantage of the topography of the arca maile good 
their escape The Super Intendent of Police s party fired on 
the other three dacoits who immcdiately took cover on higher 
ground and returned thc fire A fierce cncounter ensued and 
as a result of the firing the clacolts tricd to make good their 
escape In their flight thcy proceeded towards Head Constable 
Dal Singh of Inspector Lakhu Singh 8 party Head Constable 
Dal Singh standing bellnd the med , fired at the dacoits and 
brought one of them down A second dacoit took up his 
position behind a tree and continued firing at the Head 
Constable Inspector Lakhu Singh finding Head Constable 
Dal Singh in imminent danger , crossed the med in utter dis 
regard of his personal safely and with a burst from his 
sten gun shot this dacoit clead at point blank range The 
thud clacolt Sheoji Singh , who was unarmed , tried to get the 
rifle of his comrade A second burst from Inspector Lakhu 
Singh 8 sten gun gave him no chance and he also succumbed 
to il Meanwhile the Grst dacolt who was lying injured , 
stealthily aimed at Shri Lakhu Singh and was about to fire 
when Constable Heera Ram seeing this dashed forward and , 
throwing hinisell upon the dacoit, pushed lus vilic away so 
daving the life of Inspector Lakhu Singh 

In this successful cncounter with a gang of notorious dacoits, 
Shri Lakhu Singh showed conspicuous gallantry prchence of 
mind and devotion to duty of a very high order in complete 
disregard of his personal safety

Sawai Madhopur with help of onę Ganglia Jat , a party 
of selected police officers and men under the command of 
Inspector Lakhu Şingh L Puipur with the informer on the 
night on the 20th February , 1961 and camped secretly at the 
informer s house A second Police party under the command 
of the Superintendent of Police , Jalpur , loft Jaipur at about 
9 15 PM on the 21st Icbruary , 1961, and joined the first 
police party in the jungle near the field of Akbey Singh al 
village Sundaindwas as planned At about 11 15 PM another 
police inforner brought word that the dacoits , who were 
actually five in number had aysembled in Akhey Singh s field 
and were ready with thelr arms and ammunition Waiting only 
for the camels to antive 

The two police forces were combined and then redivided 
into three partics inder the respective commands of the 
Superintendent of Police , Jaipur, Inspector I akliu Singh and 
Reserve Inspector Sudhan Singh When they had taken up 
their positions , the party under Rcscrve Inspector Suchan 
Singh shouted to the dacoits to throw down their arms and 
Aurrendei Ihc dacoits, however, split themselves Into two 
parties and while Akley Singhi and Ganpatia Meena started 
moving towards thc village Anand Singh , Bhanwar Singh and 
Shoji Singh made towards the pouition behind the med 
where the police headed by the Superintendent of Police were 
lying in wait Dacoity Akhey Singh and Ganpatid Meena 
were fired on by Reserve Inspector Sudhan Singh s party but, 
taking advantage of the topography of the area , made good 
their escape The Superintendent of Police s party fired on 
the other three dacoits who immcdiatcly took cover on higher 
ground and returned thc fire A herce encounter ensued , 
and as a result of thc firing the dacoito tricd to make good 
their escape In their light they procccded towards Head 
Constable Dal Singh of Inspector Lakhu Singh s Party Head 
Constable Da) Sugh , standing behind the med , firel at the 
dacoits and brought onc of them down A second dacoil 
took up his position behind a nicc and continued firing at 
the Head Constable Inspector Lakhu Singh finding Head 
Constable Dal Singh in imminent danger crossed the med 
in uttcr disregard of his personal safety and with a burnt 
from his eten gun shot this dacoit dead al point blank fange 
The third dacolt, Sheol Singh , who was unarmed , tried to 
get the rifle of hly comrade A second burst from Inspector 
Lakhu Singh s sten gun gave him no chance and he also 
succumed to it Mcanwhilc the first dacoit who was lying 
Injured , stealthily aimed at Shri Lakhu Sugh and was about 
to fire when Constable Heera Ram sccing this, daghed for 
ward and , throwing himself upon the dacoit, pushcl his rifle 
away go saving the life of Inspector Lakhu Singh In this 
scule, the dacoit pressed the trigger of his rifle and Constable 
Heera Ram had a narrow and providential escape At this 
point two other constables came forward and with their help 
the dacoit wax liquidated 

In this succesful cncounter with a gang of notorious 
dacolts Constable Herra Ram showed presence of mind and 
devotion to duty of a high order at grave risk to his own life
